Announcement s made that the
prize offered by the American Genet!
associatfon far the location of the
largest shade tree In the  United
Blates had been awarded to a syea-
more at Wobrthington, Ind., which is
42 fect 3 inches 1in circumference,
and 150 feet high.

The contest breaght photos and
descriptions of 337 trees from vari-
ous localities in the United States. A
chestnut was found near Crestmont,
N. C., which measured 33 feet 4
inches in circumference and was 76
feel tall. The largest elm in the
coontry undoubtedly is the “Great
Elm,"” at Wetherstield, Conn., 28 feet
in ecircumference and about 100 feet
tall. A sassafras was found at Hors-
ham, Pe., 15 feet 10 Inches in cir-
cumference at 4 fect from the
ground. Massachusetts developed o
white birch the ginth of which was
12 feet 2 inches. Louisiana produced
a pecan with a circumference of 19
] catalpa was
found in Arkansas that measured 16
feet in circumference,

The tallest tree found was s ye]-
low ‘poplar in North Carolina, 198
feet high, with a circumference of
34 feet G inches.

HER FRST PENNANT
N WATIONAL LEAGUE

New York, October 1,—For the
first tiwe in the history of the world's
series the Natlonal league will be
represented by a Philadelphia club in
the struggle for thie premler honors
of the professional dinmond. Not
since the organization of the senloy
major league back in 1876 has a
Quaker city team in this assoclation
won a pennant until the present sca-
BOn.

During the forty years of the Na-
tional league's existence Philadelphia
has fought for the flag no leas than
thirty-four times and it remained for
Manager Pal Moran 4o lead the 1'ull-
lies of 1915 ont of the wilderness of
baseball dispair and into the Mght of
a world’s scries. The home of Wil-
llam Penn was represented by a club
in the cpening yecr of the organiza-
tion but the following season dropped
out and did not re-appear ns a pen-
nant contender until 1883.

From that time until the prenent
Philadelphia has annually figured in
the league race but with rather in-
different success, The position of
nunner-up to the winmter was achlev-
ed In 1887, 1901 and 1913 while the
depth was reached in 1897 wien the
Phillies finished in tenth place out
of a field of twelve clubs, The aver-
age of the Philadelphia teams for the
thirthfour yearg in 4 19-34 whiph
would rank them as leaders of the
second divislon.

Other cities have tried from time
to time to capture a senlor league
flag without success for twenty-two
have had their nnmes borne by teams
slnce the formation of the ieague in
1876. None has been more perals-
tent than Philadelphin, however, and
the fans of Quakerburg as entitled
to wide Intitude for celebrating. Of
the twenty-two National pennant
hunting citics but eight have ever
accomplished the feat of capturing a
flag. Chicago leads with ten; Boston
is second with nine; New York third
with seven; Pittsburgh fourth with
four while Baltimcre and Brooklyn
are tied with three each; Providence
is credited with two and Detrodt one.
Other citiee that have triled and falled
include: Cincinnati, St. Loula, Buf-
falo, Clevieland, Hartford, Indiana-
polis, Kansas Clty, Loulsville, Mil-
waukee, Syracuse, Troy, Washington
and Worchester,

‘Pennants and worlds series are not
new to Philadelphia, however, for Con-
nie Mack hns won six American league
flags and three worlds championships
with his Athletics but it was not un-
til Moran took charge of the Natlon-
al league club that the senlor as-
sociation pennant chasers forged to
the front and broke & record of thir-
ty-four years standing by bringing
to the Quaker city a Natlonal league
banner to hang along side of the num-
erous huntings that Mack and his
Athletics have garnered from the
American league wad  the - world's
saries, |
